the Pentagon said yesterday that 
about 12 Soviet-block cargo 
ships were heading for Nicara- 
gua in a new surge of arms 
deliveries.

US intelligence agencies have 
reporied the arrival of nine 
shiploads of military equipment 
in Nicaragua so far this year, 
which together with the new 
deliveries could represent a 
quadrupling of Soviet arms 
supplies over 1982.

Pentagon officials said it 
passed through the Panama 
Canal on Tuesday and, like the 
other ships row en route, was 
believed to be carrying howii- 
zers. rockets. lorries, electronic 
gear and troop-carrying helicop- 
ters. 

Deliveries so far this year 
were said to have included 
tanks. artillery, rockets, lorries, 
helicopters. electronic equip» 
ment and weapons syslems.

This is one of those freak weeks 
withoul any new cinema rel- 
eases, no matter, life on, 
The National Fîlm Theatre, for 
instance. is spending August in 
the stimulating company of 
Jacques Feyder, the direclor of 
La Kermesse Hëroîque and 
olher French classics, who 
seems to have been steadily 
sinking into oblivion since his 
death in 1948. Cinema history 
iS cruelly enslaved to fashion: if 
films from the past are never 
revived and considered afresh, 
great reputations can quickly 
dwindle lo dust 
platitudes. Feyder — once placed 
alongside Renoir. René Clair 
and Marcel Carné - has suffered 
both fates. IF current cinema 
books examine his work at all, 
they do so only on the basis of 
his past standing - as a maker of 
visually eloquent silenls: as the 
director. above all, of La 
Acrmose  hérotque (1935) 
famed for its experl recreation 
of sixtcenth-century Flanders 
and the wholehearled star 
performance of his wife. Fran» 
coise Rosay. 

Once the hard evidence is 
collecied and surveyed, how- 
cver. a differenL far more 
complex picture emerges. The 
realistic surface of Feyder’s 
films. so carefully prepared 
through painstaking decor and 
adventurous locations, period- 
ically gives way to various kinds 
of fanlasy - sometimes poelic 
(as in the beautiful Fisages 
d'enfauts of 1923). sometimes 
satiric {Les Nouveaux Mes- 
sicurs), even ocasionally erotic 
(Lc Grund Jeu). Feyders cam- 
era and characters constantly do 
the unexpected. pulled off 
course by the director's evident 
love of human peculiarities. 
The bewildering Nouveaux 
Afessicurs (1928) refuses to 
selle down into the airy, 
civilized, Clair-like comedy. ils 
material indicates; the gibes at 
politicians of every shade and 
the spectacle of human corrup- 
tion cut too deepiy.

Sir, Û am grateful to Mr John Brine 
and his distinguished co-signatories 
for their support (July 23) for the 
Fîne Art Department at Ravens- 
bourne College of Art and Design.
